Grave Test Of Will Building Up At Berlin

The Upper Crust 


Society, spelled with a capital S. is that element 
in the social structure which declares itself to be 
superior to others by birth and position. In Europe, 
Society is established by the status of birth; that is, 
royalty and the nobility are.remnants of feudalism and 
are recognized as such. Many European countries have 
rid themselves of k ings and queens and the nobility 
which persists often has neither legal nor social status. 
A Russian prince, for instance, is an anomaly. Most 
Russian princes, duk es, etc., etc., are no longer Rus­ 
sian and none of them are titled, as Russia only recog­ 
nizes one distinction, Tovarish. In other European 
countries, former legal titles continue to have social 
if not economic value. A prince, duk e or count might ’ 
have married a show-girl or a manicurist, but she 
regards herself as a princess and gives herself feudal 
airs. 


In the United Sta tes we a re free o f feuda lism 
a nd therefo re o f titles o f no bility . Our So ciety wa s 
co mpo sed by the children o f the o lder fa milies 
ma rry ing the new rich. Thus, the Va nderbilts, who 
descend fro m a Sta ten Isla nd Dutch ferry ma n who 
went in fo r ra ilro a ding , ma rried into v ery o ld a nd 
so cia l New Yo rk fa milies a nd beca me themselv es 
lea ders o f So ciety . The Ro ckefellers, who descend 
fro m a Clev ela nd bo o kkeeper, nev er bo thered 
a bo ut So ciety a nd ha v e do ne v ery well witho ut it. 


The Income Tax and the Inheritance Tax have 
done much damage to Society because money is hard 
to k eep. All that those who claim to be Society have 
left is status, but even in this respect, Society is being 
challenged by Cafe Society, a vulgarization of status. 
Cafe Society is made up neither of scions of the old 
families nor the new rich. Anyone can manage to 
get in if he k nows the man at the door. As everybody 
in Cafe Society calls everybody else by his first name, 
friendships are formed, persons become intimate, and 
are reaik ly forgotten. As those in Cafe Society wish 
to be noticed more actively than the older families, 
they get into the gossip columns jnore often. A dozen 
mentions and one is made. But what does such mak ­ 
ing really mean? It involves little more than being 
invited to a few parties. 
What mak es me think of all this is a television 
program, supervised by David Sussk ind, dealing with 
the “Upper Crust.” By the Upper Crust was meant 
those who possess the status of being in Society. 
Ward McAllister, who created “the 400" of a fwrner 
generation, would not have accepted anyone on Suss- 
k ind’s program as among the 400, except one guest, 
Colonel Serge Obolensk y who was once an authentic 
prince. 


Certa inly if McAllister cwild ma nufa cture a 
“ 400,” Susskind ca n reco g nize a n “ Upper Crust.” 
But wha t is the ba sis fo r selectio n? McAllister 
cho se the rich o f his da y , the fa mo us, the well- 
bred, tho se o f a ncient linea g e in this co untry . It 
wa s a sno bbish, ex clusiv e So ciety desig ned to keep 
Itself such. Pa rents in it a spired tha t their children 
sho uld ma rry wUhin its ra nks a nd ev ery dev ice o f 
discrimina tio n a nd seg reg a tio n wa s set up to ma in­ 
ta in its ex clusiv eness. 
Despite its o bv io usly un­ 
demo cra tic na ture, .America ns, o f the time, relished 
its ex istence a nd pa id it tribute by being sho cked 
when o ne o f its members ma rri^ o ut o f ca ste. 


Sussk ind's Upper Crust is nothing lik e that. With 
the exception of Serge Obolensk y, none of his subjects 
were particularly notable as members of either the 
i^jold or the new Society. 
It is all ver>4 amusing because it only proves that 
even in the most egalitarian of societies, there are 
always men and women who try to set themselves up 
as superior and even look ridiculous in the attempt. 
Today, two factors enter into status—one, the wUlmg- 
ness to spend night after night in better saloons being 
seen-just being seen and noticed 
The ether factor is 
association with an aggressive clique that pushes into 
publicity 
These cliques are better for women than 
for men. particularly women who are willing to accept 
patrons. The men in such cliques usually are pushed 
along by their women. 
The enterprise is meaningless and does no harm, 
except that it reflects the weak ness of our country 
which still bothers with Society with a capital S, which 
went out of existence during World War I.

WASHINGTON 
A grave test of will already 
seems to be budding up at Ber­ 
lin, two months and a half before 
the scheduled discussion of Nik i­ 
ta S. Khrushchev’s Berlin de­ 
mands at the summit conference. 
The test has two major elements. 
First, the Western Allies have 
now decided to resume air supply 
flights to Berlin above the 10,000- 
foot level at an early date. With 
the President’s approval, the So­ 
viets have been given advance 
notice. The decision’s great im­ 
portance is indicated by its back ­ 
ground. 
In brief, modern cargo aircraft 
isuch as the West wiU use for 
massive air supply of Berlin) 
need to fly above 10,000 feet for 
reasonable efficiency. There is 
no altitude limitation, either, on 
the Soviet - guaranteed Western 
rights on Berlin’s air approaches. 
But when high-altitude flights to 
Berlin were previously attempt­ 
ed. in the early stages of the 
present crisis, the Soviets vio­ 
lently charged that East Ger­ 
many’s air space was being tres­ 
passed upon. 
At that time, the Soviets fairly 
crudely hinted they would use 
force, if need be, to put a stop 
to such flights. Soviet fighter 
planes 
also 
made 
threatening 
passes at the Western supply air­ 
craft. The Western Allies flatly 
’ rejected the Soviet charge of air- 
trespass: and they strongly in­ 
sisted on their unlimited rights. 
But at that time, the high-altitude 
flights were also stopped. 
Hence there is no sure way to 
predict the Soviet reaction to the 
message that high-altitude flights 
will shortly be resumed. How­ 
ever, the betting favors an ex­ 
tremely sharp response. 
The second and less vital ele­ 
ment in the Berlin test of will 
derives from the affair of the 
Potsdam passes. This affair be­ 
gan some week s ago, when the 
Soviets slyly changed the word­ 
ing of the official passes of the 
Western military liaison group at 
the Soviet High Command's head­ 
quarters 
in 
Potsdam, 
beyond 
^ e e Berlin's borders. 
Previously, th^ e passes were 
simple, unadorned Soviet mili­ 
tary docugients. Th e new passes, 
which have now replaced the old, 
conscipuously refer to the “terri­ 
tory” of the East German Re­ 
public. They also carry the note

that they have been ‘ registered” 
with the Ministry of the Interior 
of the Kremlin's East German 
puppets. 
The new passes, in short, are 
obviously designed as first steps 
towards Western de facto recog­ 
nition of the East German Gov­ 
ernment. This the Kremlin much 
desires. Hence the wording of the 
passes was angrily protested by 
the Western Allies. Members of 
the 
Western liaison group at 
Potsdam were immuned in their 
quarters there. .All use of the new 
passes was forbidden, except by 
vehicles needed to supply the 
liaison group from West Berlin. 
Nonetheless, no satisfactory an­ 
swer to the Western protest has 
been received from the Soviets. 
In these circumstances, an or­ 
der was very nearly issued this 
week end, confining to their quar­ 
ters ail members of the Soviet 
military liaison group in Western 
Germany. This is the opposite 
number of the Western group at 
Pottsdam; and the purpose of the 
order was to put the Soviet of­ 
ficers in the same situation as 
the Western officers. 
The reprisal against the Soviet 


liaison group in Western Ger­ 
many would be in force already, 
in fact, if the American, French 
and Germany policy-mak ers had 
had their way. The order of con­ 
finement to quarters was de­ 
ferred for one week , only in de­ 
ference to the views of the Brit­ 
ish, But if the Soviets continue to 
refuse satisfaction in the matter 
of the passes, positive Western 
action will soon ensue. 
The role of the British in the 
matter of the passes deserves a 
special 
note. 
It 
reveals 
a 
British attitude which is almost 
certain to become the subject of 
controversy in the test of will 
that seems to lie ahead. 
To 
speak bluntly, the British have 
repeatedly pleaded 
for

nothing policy, at turn after turn 
of the unfolding Berlin crisis.

NEW CENSUS—As the United 
Slates prepares for its decennial 
nose count, most people are una­ 
ware that the world is about half 
way through the greatest census- 
tak ing effort in history. 
About 75 other countries are 
also involved in the census tak ­ 
ing operation this year, and an­ 
other 25 to 30 either have already 
conducted a census or are mak ­ 
ing plans to do so. Russia took 
hers last year. 
The United States program is 
required 
by federal 
law. but 
many other countries are con­ 
ducting theirs because of a Uni­ 
ted Nations .sponsored effort to 
obtain reliable statistics on world 
population. 
The UN. effort 
began five 
years ago and wiU continue for 
another five. It has been urging 


all count r i^ of the world—even 
those who are not members of 
the U.N. organization, to count 
their people and obtain other 
demographic statistics. 
It is hoped that by 1965 there 
will be in existeaice for the first 
time sets of figures on which to 
base such important conclusions 
as food cx)nsumpt,Jon and require­ 
ments. health and medical needs, 
and the numbers of children and 
older people. 
For many years, census-tak ing 
in the U nit^ States has been 
called “door-bell ringing.” Now, 
with head counts going on in 
areas of the world that have 
nothing as modern as electricity 
in the home, the people over at 
the Census Bureau call some of 
these out - of - the - way counts 
“.scratching the thatch”

But the subsequent British ob­ 
jection to any foUow-up of the

still 
indicates an 
un­ 
changed underlying attitude in 
London. 
The same attitude was 
evinced in 
the strong British 
opposition to the far more serious 
decision to resume high-altitude 
flights. 
Once more, in this lat­ 
ter case, the British yielded to 
a muted front of the other allies, 
but they only yielded with great 
reluctance. 
For the present, therefore, it 
must be assumed that the unity 
of the West is more apparent 
than real. 
This Is a disturbing 
a.s.sumption to have to mak e, as 
the preliminary test of will at 
Berlin gets underway. 
There is no rea.son to suppose 
that tills test, though preliminary, 
will be mild or picnic-lik c. Un­ 
less President Eisenhower leads 
a retreat from the positions he 
has tak en, this test can he very 
unpleasant indeed,

These bhnd spots vary 
to size and shape and are easily 
demonstrated through eye tests. 
Tobacco may cause poisoning 
without alcohol, and vice versa. 
As a rule, both are culprits. This 
type of blindness develops also 
to men who drink wood alcohol 
to the form of cheap whisk ies, 
cordials, and essences adulterat­ 
ed with menlhyl alcohol (Colum­ 
bian spirits).

A Training Lag 
* In Education 


Educators are often forced to defend them­ 
selves against criticism, but it does not usually 
come 
from 
their own 
profession 
Thus the 
charges made by the American Association of 
School Administrators in New York are sur­ 
prising. 


The AASA issued a yearbook in which it 
was charged that most colleges and universities 
preparing the nation’s public school administra­ 
tors admit students without any standards of 
selection 
The AASA said the colleges offer a 
“provincial chow.” consisting of much outmoded 
theory and little useful practice. 
The master’s degree is often a ‘ tasteless 
potpourri.” the AASA said. A study found that, 
in the absence of a selection system, practically 
all who start their studies toward school ad­ 
ministration get their certificate— without culling 
of even obvious misfits. 
The charges are based on a survey of 293 
of the 302 colleges and universities training 
school administrators. 
Drastic overhauling of 
training procedures was proposed. 
Usually a school administrator is an in­ 
dividual who has been a good teacher but wants 
to earn more money. Therefore he is boosted 
upstairs to administrative work, despite the fact 
that teaching and school administration have 
little in common. 
The public has a right to careful and good 
administration of its school system, just as it 
has the same right in other governmental fields. 
And colleges and universities betray the public 
when they allow incompetents to earn degrees 
presumably qualifying them for filling school 
administrative positions.

Society, spelled with a capital S. is that elem ent 
in the social structure which declares itself to be 


superior to others by birth and position 
In Europe. 
Society is established by the statu* of birth; that is, 
royalty and the nobility are rem nant* of feudalism and

rid them selves of kings and queens and the nobility 


which persists often has neither legal nor social status. 
A Russian prince, for instance, is an anom aly. 
Most 
Russian princes, dukes, etc , etc., a re no longer Rus­ 
sian and none of them are titled, as R ussia only recog­ 
nizes one distinction. Tovarish 
In other European 
countries, form er legal titles continue to have social 
if not economic value 
A prince, duke or count might 
have m arried a show-girl or a m anicurist, but she 
regards herself as a princess and gives herself feudal 
airs 


In the United States we are free of feudalism 
and therefore of titles of nobility. Our Society was 
composed by the children of the older families 
marrying the new rich. Thus, the Vanderbilts, who 
descend from a Staten Island Dutch ferryman who 
went in for railroading, married into very old and 
social New York families and became them selves 
leaders of Society. The Rockefellers, who descend 
from 
a 
Cleveland 
bookkeeper, 
never 
bothered 
about Society and have done very well without it. 


The Income Tax and the Inheritance Tax have 
done much dam age to Society because money is hard 
to keep 
All that those who claim to be Society have 
left is status, but even in this respect. Society is being 
challenged by Cafe Society, a vulgarization of status 
Cafe Society is m ade up neither of scions of the old 
fam ilies nor the new rich 
Anyone can m anage to 
get in if he knows the m an at the door. As everybody 
in Cafe Society calls everybody else by his first name, 
friendships are formed, persons becom e intim ate, and 
are readily forgotten. 
As those in Cafe Society wish 
to be noticed m ore actively than the older fam ilies, 
they get into the gossip colum ns jn o re often. A dozen 
mentions and one is m ade 
But 'w hat does such m ak­ 
ing really m ean? It involves little m ore than being 
invited to a few parties. 
W hat m akes m e think of all this is a television 
program , supervised by David Susskmd. dealing with 
the “ Upper Crust ” By the Upper C rust was m eant 
those who possess the status of being in Society. 
Ward McAllister, who created “ the 400 ’ of a form er 
generation, would not have accepted anyone on Suss- 
km d's program as among the 400. except one guest, 
Colonel Serge Obolensky who was once an authentic 
prince. 


Certainly if McAllister could manufacture a 
“ 400,” Susskind can recognize an “ Upper Crus!.” 
Bul what is the basis for selection? 
McAllister 
chose the rich of his day, the famous, the well­ 
bred. those of ancient lineage in this country. It 
was a snobbish, exclusive Society designed to keep 
itself such. Parents in it aspired that their children 
should marry within its ranks and every device of 
discrimination and segregation was set up to main­ 
tain its exclusiveness. 
Despite its obviously un­ 
democratic nature, Americans, of the time, relished 
its existence and paid it tribute by being shocked 
when one of its members married out of caste. 


Susskind's Upper Crust is nothing like that, With 
the exception of Serge Obolensky, none of his subject* 
were particularly notable as m em bers of either the 
I J old or the new Society. 
It is all very) am using because it only proves that 
even rn the most egalitarian of societies, there are 
alw ays men and women who try to set them selves up 
as superior and even look ridiculous in the attem pt. 
Today, two factors enter into statu*—one. the willing­ 
ness to spend night after night in belter saloons being 
seen—just being seen and noticec 
The ether factor is 
association with an aggressive clique that pushes into 
publicity 
These cliques are better for women than 
for m en. particularly women who are willing to accept 
patrons. The men in such cliques usually are pushed 
along by their women 
The enterprise is m eaningless and does no harm , 
except that it reflects the w eakness of our country 
which still bothers with Society with a capital S. which 
went out of existence during World W ar I.

Grave Test Of Will Building Up At Berlin 


WASHINGTON 
A grave test of will already 
seem s to be building up at B er­ 
lin. two months and a half before 
the scheduled discussion of Niki­ 
ta

K hrushchev’s 
Berlin de­ 
m ands at the sum m it conference. 
The test has two m a tor elem ents. 
F irst, the W estern Allies have 
now decided to resum e air supply 
flights to Berlin above the 10.000- 
foot level at an early date. With 
the P resident’* approval, the So­ 
viets have been given advance 
notice. The decision’s g reat im ­ 
portance is indicated by its back­ 
ground 
In brief, m odern cargo aircraft 
(such as the West will use for 
m assive air supply of 
Berlin) 
need to fly above lo,OOO feet for 
reasonable efficiency. 
There is 
no altitude lim itation, either, on 
the Soviet • guaranteed W estern 
rights on B erlin's air approaches. 
But when high-altitude flights to
